A HIGH CLASS OF MEN

President of Lower Branch Keeps His
Promise, and Mr. Turpln Will Do
Likewise.Will Proceed to Bus¬

iness Shortly,

Thn proposed municipal Investigation,
Which will be In tho nature of an Inquiry
Into the methods of conducting the city's
business In tho two branches of the Coun¬
cil, as well as In nil the departments,
will likely begin In dead earnest about
next Monday night.
Mayor Taylor approved the ordinance

calling for the Investigation promptly
yesterday, and almost Immediately there¬
upon President Bloomberg, of the lower
branch, announced the following mem¬
bers of the Joint committee:
General Charles J. Anderson, of Mad¬

ison Ward.
W. W. Morton, of Lee Ward.
N. D. Hargrove, of Madison Ward.
Edgar H. Fergusson, of Jefferson Ward.
E. H. Sponce, of Monroe Ward.
President Turpln, of tho Board, will nn-

nounco his four npolntrnents to-day, and
the Joint body will probably hold a pre¬
liminary meeting for the purpose of map¬
ping out plans to-morrow or Friday night.
Tho appointments of President Bloomberg
are giving tho utmost satisfaction, and
the men are so widely known and bo

highly respected that whatover may bo
the nature of their report, It will carry
conviction to the hearts of tho people.
There Is every reason to believe that
President Turpln will name a high class
of men, nnd that the joint committee will
go to the hottom of tlie matter which has
been agitated so long, and will work In
perfect harmony.

ALL NEW MEMBEBS.
All tho appointees of President Bloom¬

berg nro new members, though Mr. Fer¬
gusson has served in the Council before.
«lb has also Mr. Hargrove. It Is believed
that President Turpln will pursue the
same course and name new members on

his committee.
General Charles J. Anderson, whoso

name apears first on tho Council end of
the committee, Is one of the most prom¬
inent business men In the city, being a

member of the well known carpet firm
of George W. Anderson and Sons. Though
a new member, General Andersen has
tnken high rank In tho Council, and he
enjoys tho confidence of hlH colleagues
and the public to a marked degree.
Mr. W. W. Morton Is a well known

and prominent tobacco dealer, and Is
quite popular In both business nnd local
circles, being, like General Anderson, a

clubman. Mr. Morton Is considered one
of the most level headed men In tho lower
branch, and his Judgment counts Cor
much with his colleagues.
Mr. Nathan D. Hargrove Is well known

es law-maker, contractor, bank director
and all 'round business man. He Is the
oldest member of the committee, and a

man of wide business experience. In
whose Judgment and Integrity the people
have absolute confidence,

Mr. FerguHson is from the East End,

and, like all his associates, Is a man
sf affairs. He I» well versed.In tho sub¬
ject of municipal government, and has
served In the Council long enough to
know all Its "Ins and outs."

Mr. Spcnce Is a retail shoe and trunk

THE C. & O. ANSWERS

Demurs to the Charge Mado of Giving
Preferential Rates.

The Corporation Commission put In an¬

other busy day yesterday, granting char¬
ters and disposing of other business be¬
fore It. Perhaps the most important mat¬
ter before the commission yesterday was
the filing of tho answer of the Chesa¬
peake and Ohio Railway Company to the
complaint of the Stamford Manufactur¬
ing Company and E. S. Taylor and Com¬
pany, two firms having manufacturing
plants near Lynchburg, alleging discrimi¬
nation In freight rates In favor of plants
on its own and against those on other
lines.
The railway company. In its answer to

the charge of giving preferential rates, en¬
ters a demurrer to tlie charges filed. In
the course of tho answer, the defense is
set up that the railway companies fre¬
quently offer special ratea to manufaciur»
1ng companies, conditioned on the ship¬
ment of Its products over that Una offer¬
ing them tho lower rate.
The case complained of In the 'blu of

complaint was that on July 20th, when a
rate was named for Immediate use, based
on representations that contract for de¬
livery of raw material had been made,
with tho understanding that the low rato
applicable to establishments on the lino
of tho railway would hold for the deliv¬
ery of tho material to th/J Stamford Com¬
pany, which Is not on the line of the Ches¬
apeake and Ohio. The rate was a special
one. Tho company makes it clear that
tho rate complained of was conditioned
as stated, and that the tariff ratei on
file with the commission are fair, Just and
equitable, and are thoso recognized In the
business of the railway.

A DECISION SOON
IN TRIGG MATTER

Washington Officials Are Puz¬
zled About the Cruiser

Galveston.
It is understood that Judge Edmund

Waddlll, of the United States Court for
the Eastern District of Virginia, hae taken
up the case of the William R. Trlgg Com¬
pany, on petition of certain creditors to
have tho company adjudicated bankrupts.
The case has been fully argued, the com¬
pany taking the position that it has not
committed an act of bankruptcy; that it
Is not within the category of companies
coming under the bankrupt act; that tho
creditors petitioning have not provable
claims unsocured and sufficient to war¬
rant their asking to have the company
adjudicated bankrupts. The company
contends in brief that the plant is now
under the receivership appointed by the
State courts, and that nothing Is to be
gained by transferring the matter to the
Federal courts. It is antlcplated that
Judge Waddill will hand down an opinion
in the mutter In a few days. If the court
overrules tho motion to dismiss the peti¬
tion, that will operate to adjudicate the
company bankrupt.
A story comes from Washington that

the officials of the Navy Department are
puzzled at tbje status of the* cruiser Gal¬
veston, now Incomplete on the ways at
the plant of the William R. Trlgg Com¬
pany, in which it Is stated that the re¬
moval of the vessel to Norfolk to be
pleted there at the expense of the com¬
pany's bondsmen is being opposed by
certain sub-contractors for work on the
vessel, who contend that removal would
operato to the injury of their claims.
The statement that the vessel will not
actually belong to the government until
after her completion and formal accept¬
ance is not fully credited. Tho govern¬
ment has made heavy advances for mate¬
rial and work dono on the cruiser, and
had a first lien,thereon. The Washington
correspondent referred to states that the
Navy Department is puzzled as to the
proper procedure, and that the Attorney-
General has been called upon for an opin¬
ion In the matter, pending which further
proceedings are In abeyance.
Another di.rlculty confronts the govern¬

ment. The veesel must be launched, and
during the idleness of the plant the chan¬
nel near the lock and the dock Itself have
bo filled up that considerable work will
be necessary to get the criuser out and
tow her to Norfolk.

SUSTAINED

A Very Remarkable Case In
Henrico.

CONSTABLES AT WORK

They Have Been Stationed at the Vari¬
ous Car Terminals.Officere Re¬
new Bond.Supervisors Con¬

sult About Damage.

In the County Court of Henrico yes¬
terday the dnmurrer to the Indictment
against Ryland Martin, the young man

charged with forging tho parents' con¬

sent to the marriage of his youthful
bride, was sustained, and tho case was

returned to the grand Jury, which will
act upon it again et tho September term.
Tho progress of this case has been

quito as peculiar as tho capo Itaelt. Ac¬
cording to tho Commonwealth's· attorney,
the entire affair is distinctly unique,
it is without precedent in law, and but
scant light is thrown upon It by legal de¬
cisions In tho past. At two separata
terms of the grand jury tho young man
has been Indicted, and upon both occa¬
sions the Indictment has been set aside
on a technicality. Tho fact that the
couple were from Hanover nnd came to
Henrico to get the license brings in the
question of Jurisdiction. At the Septem¬
ber term of the court tho whole matter
will bo gone over again, nnd another In¬
dictment will probably be issued.
Much sympathy is felt for tho young

man, whose greatest fault has been an
excusable desire to obtain possession of
the girl he loved. Tho Commonwealth
feels that the method he adopted In do¬
ing this should not go unpunished, and
therefore the case Is being prosecuted
wich ali. vigor. It (ß probable that If any
conviction Is secured there will at once
develop a movement,,.in which,,.all will
Join, to secure a pardon for tho young
man.

II won stated by one of the men yester¬
day that while they feared nothing from
tho street car employes themselves, the
precaution was taken to prevent sympa¬
thizers from becoming obstreperous. It
is understood that there are six consta¬
bles at W<|sthampion, five at Lakeside,
two at Oakwood and one at Seven Pines.

'At a conference beh! a day of two ago,
the supervisors of Henrico decided to
proceed at onco to repair the roads and
bridges injured in the recent floods.
Things will be straightened out ae well
as possible under the clrcumtancea. The
supervisors pretty well agree that the
damage will amount to six or seven thou··
sand dollars or more.
